CAIRO, March 6 (Agencies). — President Anwar Sadat met today 
with Roving U.S. Ambassador Alfred Atherton in another step of 
the so-far inconclusive American shuttle diplomacy in the Mideast 

As he has since he resumed his current round of trips between 
Cairo and Jerusalem Feb. 20, Mr. Atherton was cautious about 
claiming any significant progress in hfs efforts to get the two sides 
together. 

“President Sadat has encouraged me to continue my efforts," 
Mr. Atherton said after his 75-minute meeting with the Egyptian 
leader. Mr. Atherton said he gave Mr. Sadat a reply from Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin, to a letter from Sadat last week. 
He declined to divulge details. 

But U.S. officials conceded Israel and Egypt had not come 
closer to an agreed concept on the future of the Palestinians. And 
on the question of Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab territory, 
the off! dais said generally there had been “a narrowing of the 
gap" but declined to give specifics. 

Earlier, Mr. Atherton spent more than two hours with Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Mohammad Ibrahim Kamel discussing Is- 
rael’s latest proposals on a Middle East settlement. 

Informed Egyptian sources said Israel had made no significant 
changes to its original proposals. They've just changed a word 
here and a word there,” the sources said. 

"We cannot say that anything significant has happened" on 
reaching a common Israell-Egyptian concept on the Palestinians, 
one U.S. official said. 

Mr. Atherton left for Jerusalem directly after his meeting with 
Mr. Sadat From there, he expects to fly to Washington to precede 
Mr. Begin, U.S. sources said.

SEATTLE, WASHINGTON. 
(AP). — Arab power over the 
United States is a delusion, 
says Rabbi Alexander Schind- 
ler, head of the Council of Pr- 
esidents of Major Jewish Or- 
ganisations In north America. 

Rabbi Schindler told a din- 
ner audience Sunday night at 
the Temple de Hirsch Smai 
that dedining public support 
for Israel is mostly a result of 
the dependence of the United 
States on oil imported from 
Saudi Arabia and other Arab 
nations. 

"The problem is, shall Am- 
erica's promises be sold on the 
bargaining table foiuoil and go- 
ld?*’ he asked. 

Despite its leaders’ "threats", 
Saudi Arabia must come back 
to the United States to inve- 
st its oil revenues, Schindler 
said. 

“What the bell is Saudi Ara- 
bia ... two thousand families 
controlling the wealth of the

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world," he said. "They are ju- 
st wasting it on the gambling 
tables at Monte Carlo.” 

Rabbi Schindler recently re- 
turned from visits to Israeli 


Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin and President Anwar Sadat. 
He said he was a close friend 
of Mr. Begin and often gives 
him advice on policy. 

The American Jewish 
leader said be was 
"not too disappointed” 
that peace talks between Egypt 
and Israel had stalled since 
President Sadat’s historic visit 
to Israel in November. 

Rabbi Schindler said one re- 
sult of the visit had been ov- 
erly high expectations of an 
immediate resolution of tensi- 
ons in the Middle East, adding, 
"I was never among those who 
were euphoric.'’ 


The latest expression of dif- 
ferences between the two cou- 
ntries came on the eve of talks 
here with Israeli Defence Mi- 
nister Ezer Weizman just one 
week before the start of talks 
between President Carter and 
Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin. 

State Department spokesman 
Tom Res ton told reporters he- 
re: "It is true that we do 
have differences of opinion wi- 
th the Israelis on the interpre- 
tation of U.N. Resolution 242." 

The United States believed 
the resolution passed after the 
June 1967 war, called for with- 
drawal on all fronts -- includ- 
ing the West Bank, as part of 
a general peace agreement 

The spokesman declined to 
state Israel’s current position 
on the resolution, but other of- 
ficials here said Mr. Begin has 
matte clear that he opposes Is- 
raeli military withdrawal from 
the occupied West Bank. 

Mr. Weizman flew to the 
United States yesterday to ask 
for more American arms and 
to defend Israel’s Mideast ne- 
gotiating position to President 
Carter. 

According to Israeli news re- 
ports, Mr. Weizman win ask 
U.S. Secretary of Defence Ha- 
rold Brown for SI billion worth 
of military aid, including 25 
advanced F-15 jetfighters and 
150 F-16s. 

The Carter administration has 
proposed giving Israel 15 F-15s 
and 75 F-I6s, but has linked 
the offer to plane sales to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia -- so- 
mething Mr. Weizman will try 


to discourage during his 10- 
day trip. 

Mr. Weizman told reporters 
at Ben-Gurion airport before 
leaving that as long as Saudi 
Arabia had an airbase at Tab- 
buk, 125 miles southeast of the 
Israeli Red Sea port of Eilat. 
Israel considered the Saudis 
a confrontation state which co 
uld fight in a future war aga- 
inst Israel. 

Mr. Weizman also said he 
would meet Mr. Carter to dis- 
cuss the negotiation s between 
Israel and Egypt. Israeli Tele- 
vision reported that Mr. Weiz- 
man would urge the Americans 
to take a less conspicious po- 
sition in their mediation efforts 
between the two countries. 

In Jerusalem, Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan told the 
Knesset that there were several 
interpretations of Resolution 
242. 

Israeli U.N. envoys have said 
the resolution did not compel 
Israel to withdraw from the oc- 
cupied West Bank of the River 
Jordan, he added 

Therefore, Mr. Dayan said, 
the Israeli government thought 
the parts of tbe (Begin) peace 
plan which refer to the West 
Bank cannot contradict U.N. 
Resolution 242. 

The Israeli cabinet met Sun- 
day for a final review of its 
policies before Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin's talks In Wa- 
shington, but made no changes 
in its peace plan, Mr. Begin 
said. 

Mr. Begin told reporters in 
Jerusalem after the five-hour 
meeting that President Carter 
would he the first to hear the 
results of the cabinet’s debate.

Soviet team in Damascus for cooperation talks 

DAMASCUS, March 6 (R). — Formal talks between file Soviet 
Union and Syria began here today on strengthening economic and 
technical cooperation between the two countries. A top Soviet eco- 
nomic and technical delegation arrived in Damascus earlier today 
from Moscow for a two-week visit and met Mr. Jamil Shayya, 
Syrian Deputy Premier for Economic Affairs. Official sources said 
five Soviet-Syrian committees were discussing cooperation between 
the two countries in tbe fields of electricity, irrigation, petroleum, 
mineral resources, trade and transport. 

Arafat flies to Moscow 

DAMASCUS, March 6 (R). — Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat flew 
to Moscow today to cflscnss Middle East developments with Soviet 
leaders. Farouk Kaddouml, head of the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation's political department, said tbe Palestinians would dis- 
cuss the strengthening of the Arab front against Egypt and Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat’s peace initiatives with Israel. 


The sources said it appeared 
to be the worst upsurge of fi- 
ghting between the two sides 
in the Lebanese capital since 
the 19-month civil war ended 
in Nov. 1976. 

The first round of fighting 
died down when units of the 
mainly Syrian Arab peace-keep- 
ing force intervened, but within 
hours a steady stream of sni- 
per fire again swept streets di- 
viding the Christian and Mos- 
lem districts of southeastern 
Beirut. 

The rightwing Phalangist ra- 
dio reported that the woman 
was killed by sniper fire whpe 
driving through the area with 
her family. 

At noon, the peace-keeping 
force issued a strongly-worded 
communique saying its units 
would shell every building 
from which firing was reported. 

The statement blamed "ana- 
rchists and undisciplined ele- 
ments" for the clashes, and 
said the peace-keeping troops 
would patrol the area. 

Informed sources said this 
would involve convoys of ar- 
moured cars canying soldiers 
in full combat gear. 

The communique appeared 
to have had little immediate 
effect on the gunmen in the 
Moslem district of Shiyah and 
file neighbouring Christian ar- 
ea of Ain Rummaneh. 

Local residents said dozens of 
armed men had taken up posi- 
tions on both sides. They add- 
ed that the fl eh tins Involved 
riotitwine Christian militias and 
Palestinians and their Lebane- 
se leftist allies. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (Age- 
ncies) — President Carter to- 
day stepped in to end the lo- 
ngest coal strike in American 
history after the weekend reje- 
ction by the 160,000-strong Uni- 
ted Mine Workers’ (UMW) uni- 
on, of a tentative agreement. 

Saying the country could wa- 
rt no longer, Mr. Carter added 
during a TV broadcast that his 
administration would seek a 
court injunction under the Ta- 
ft-Hartley Act to order the st- 
riking miners in the Appalach- 
ians back to work. 

The president said that a mi- 
llion additional Americans wo- 
uld be out of work within a mo- 
nth if the 91-day strike contin- 
ued 

"The country cannot wait any 
longer. Coal supplies have been 
reduced to a critical level th- 
roughout the Midwest," he said, 
adding: "My responsibility is 
to protect the health and sa- 
fety of the American public 
and I intend to do so." 

The strike, which began on 
Dec. 6, has already caused se- 
rious power shortages and lay- 
offs in several key industrial 
aeas, raised fears that the Am- 
erican economy could be seve- 
rely affected. 

Under the Taft-Hartley Act, 
the president has the power to 
order the striking members of 
the United Mine Workers union 
back to work for an 80-day 
cooling off period. 

The procedure involves ask- 
ing the attorney general to 
seek an injunction ordering the 
the return to work while a 
board of Inquiry is set up to 
look Into the dispute. 

There is no legal require- 
ment for the two sides to retu- 
rn to the negotiating table du- 
ring the cooling off period, but 
Mr. Carter said he hoped that 
the union and employers wo- 
uld continue their talks. 

“I have not taken this deci- 
sion liehtlya but it is absolutely 
necessary if the nation is not 
to become the innocent pawn 
of a total breakdown in the 
collateral bargaining system,” 
the president said. 

Mr. Carter made no reference 
to the possibility of a tempora- 
ry take-over of the coal mines 
by the federal government 

However, he implicitly asked

the operators of the mines to 
grant the pay increase provided 
for in the collective agreement 
rejected by the miners in a 
weekend vote --to those min- 
ers who decided to go back to 
work. 

The Taft-Hartley Act has 
been used several times in the 
past in labour conflicts invol- 
ving the miners, but they have 
rarely heeded the court injun- 
ctions. 

President Carter said in his 
TV statement that he had ask- 


ed the Justice Department to 
/< make certain that the law is 
obeyed.” 

He also urged foe miners to 
heed a court decision. 

The strike by the Appalach- 
ians miners affects only about 
half of the coal production of 
the United States. 

But several states on foe ea- 
st coast and in tbe Midwest 
are now faced with a serious 
shortage of coal, and electric 
power stations have begun to 
ration their supplier 
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Who will save 
America from 
Rabbi Schindler? 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler is a particularly foul 
human being, representing, as he does, that special 
lack of both historical accuracy and ethical depth, 
characteristics that would place him normally in a

In his latest outburst, Rabbi Schindler this week 
said, ’The problem is, shall America’s promises be 
sold on the bargaining table for oil and gold?” His 
insinuation was that the Americans are selling out for 
Arab oil and money, and he charged that 'declining 
American support for Israel is a result of American 
dependence on Arab oil. Really, Rabbi Schindler? 
Really? 

And who are the leaders of this great America 
whose promises have been sold for oil and gold? Is 
this the same America whose moral inventory has 
been robbed blind for the past 30 years by the state 
of Israel and the indiscriminate terror of Zionism’s 
character assassination machinery ? An America who- 
se leaders cannot act ki the national interest of their 
220 million citizens without first getting clearance 
from a handful of frenzied senators who answer more 
to the political dictates of trigger-happy Israelis than 
to their own constituencies in the United States ? 

Is America selling put for oil? Or is there a 
submerged streak of humanity in the heart of the 
United States that hears the cry to be free of Arab 
children in Jerusalem and Ramallah and Nazareth, 
that sees a wrong in Jewish people building settlem- 
ents in occupied Arab lands, that recognises the his- 
torical propriety of a Palestinian national sentiment 
and that seeks to help bring peace to the Middle East 
by recognising the legitimate rights of both the people 
of Israel and the people of Palestine ? 

Is Rabbi Schindler angry because the Americans 
are selling out for oil, or because they are finally 
becoming tired of selling out to the fears of Zionism 
and the oppressive blackmail of Israel ?

AL RAT said Monday the methods which Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat initiated in dealing with the Middle East Issue, with- 
out consulting anybody, have regretfully, not led to moving Israel 
one single inch from its obdurate stand, if not made tills stand 
more obstinate and consistent 

The equation of the Arab-Israeli conflict, the newspaper adds, 
is simple and clear : Israel from the beginning, has chosen a diplo- 
macy of strength and expansion, while the Arab side has opted 
for a diplomacy of peace, neglecting to exercise its right to search 
for power in support of its national requirements. "By this equa- 
tion, the Arabs are the losing party. As to Israel which has won 
everything by resorting to arrogance of might, it is still hoping to 
use this arrogance, even against the country which we hope would 
press on Israel,” AI Ra’i says.

AMMAN, March 6 (JNA). —

Jordan who hold a B.A. In va- 
rious specialities. 

This came m a letter receiv- 
ed from the dean of the Higher 
Studies In the Saudi university. 


Prof. Liang's present visit ste- 
ms from an invitation exten- 
ded in December 1977, from 
Mr. Michel Harnarneh, ihe Di- 
rector General of Tourism. She 
was asked to come to Jordan 
to draw and paint scenes of 
Jordan for the Ministry of Tou- 
rism. The original invitation for 
a stay of one week was exten- 
ded after her arrival to two 
weeks, ‘‘or more, or as long 
as you wish”. 

Prof. Liang first visited Jor- 
dan in August 1977, when she 
was on a world tour, passing 
through Turkey, she decided 
to drop in on Jordan and visit 
a friend at the Ministry of To- 
urism. She spent eight days vi- 
siting different sites, Jerash, 
Petra and produced piles of sk- 
etches and water-colours of 
her impressions. 

Her friends at the Ministry 
of Tourism were struck by the 
beauty, depth and simplicity 
of the artistic work; and also, 
they reckon, by the speed with 
which they were produced "ev- 
en faster than photographs ta- 
ke to be developed.” In additi- 
on, paintings can gather stri- 
king features into a balanced 
and beautiful composition, as 
well as bringing out the spirit 
and meaning of the place. Un- 
til now, all touristic posters and 
pictures of Jordan are photog- 
raphs. It was then that the 
idea of having Liang Dan-fong 
paint Jordan hatched. 

But Ms. Liang could not ag- 
ree to start at once. She still 
had to go home and exhibit 
the paintings of her world to- 
ur. Jordan's scenes were also 
included in the large exhibiti- 
on which drew crowds of admi- 
rers and the praise of art cri- 
tics. 

Last Feb. 20, she arrived 
in Amman for her second vi- 
sit. Work for her started at 
once. A driver took her around 
Jordan, stopping whenever toe 
would find a particularly brea- 
thtaking view. In the past ten 
days, she has already toured 
Jarash, the Dead Sea, Petra. 
Shobak, Aqaba, Kerak, Wadi 
Rum, Al-Dissi, Dibbin, the Jor- 
dan Valley, the Desert Castles 
and the surrounding of Amman . 

In Petra, which ho- 
lds a special joy for 
her, she spent three whole 
days, climbing up and down 
the rocks, sketching and pa- 
inting. 

She still has many places to 
see, including Um- Qeis and 
Madaba. Though tired, sunbur- 
nt and speaking with a sore 
throat which makes her voice 
little more than a whisper, toe 
told the Jordan Times that vi- 
siting Jordan is sheer excite- 
ment; not only has she enco- 
untered all sorts of adventures, 
such as a violent sandstorm 
that left her yellow from head 


to toe. but she has been taken 
to archaeoiogical excavations 
not yet open to the public. 

Harvest on display 

Her harvest is now being ex- 
hibited in the University of Jo- 
rdan Alumni Club through Ma- 
rch S. There are to be around 
50 watercolours, ten of them 
painted during her last trip, 
the other 40 from the present 
one; 20 crayon drawings and 
a few traditional Chinese pain- 
tings. 

The most deplorable thing, 
she says, is the impossibility to 
paint more Jordanian scenes by 
traditional Chinese brush and 
ink method -- she has done 
only two so far. The reason, 
she explains, is because tra- 
ditional Chinese paintings are 
done on special paper that ne- 
eds very fresh ink. 

This is usually provided by 
grinding an ink stone on an 
ink plate. But the weather he- 
re and the winds do not allow 
it : the ink and freshly ground 
colours dry up In two minutes! 
This is a pity as Jordan’s sce- 
nes are particularly suitable 
for Chinese painting, according 
to Prof. Liang. 

A flat stroke of the brush 
reveals a desert line white yet 
black* dotted with sand. And

tain painting can reproduce to 
the perfection the strangely 
shaped, awkward and morce li- 
ed rocky mountains. 

The Ministry of Tourism al- 
so plans to print a book intro- 
ducing Jordan in pictures. This 
will be illustrated, of course, 
by Prof. Liang's paintings. The 
book will include her biography. 

No formal educa t io n 

Liang Dan-fong grew up du- 
ring the “Eight Years’ Resis- 
tance” (World War II) and so 
did not have the opportunity 
of receiving a proper educati- 
on. She was therefore educa- 
ted. according to ancient Chin- 
ese, by “self-study and never 
letting go of any knowledge”. 

This does lead to success, 
as her case proves to be: an 
extremely famous artist in Tai- 
wan, the Republic of China, 
she is now a professor of Art 
in three colleges and universi- 
ties in Taiwan, as well as in 
the Society of Arts in the Na- 
tional Teachers Training Col- 
lege. 

She has exhibited many ti- 
years and in a way, she says 
“I ara educating myself.” 

*She has exhibited many ti- 
mes in Taiwan, always receiv- 
ing widespread acclaim from art 
critics, as well as in New York, 
Hamburg. Berlin, Madrid, Vien- 
na, Switzerland, and Holland. 

In addition, toe has received 
the Golden Award for Art Pro- 
fessors and the Art and Cultu- 
re Medal from the Association 
of Art and Culture in National- 
ist China in 1970. Moreover, 
she was awarded the Art and 
Culture Medal from the Minis- 
try of Education --a highly 
coveted award in Taiwan - - in 
1976. Also, she often writes art 
columns in newspapers and is 
one of the prominent people 
in the news. 


Asked about her impressions 
of Jordan’s landscape, -and how 
to paint it. Prof. Liang points 
two main problems: *1116 fir- 
st," she says, “is that every- 
thing is so simple : desert life, 
sands, tents, clothes ... simple 
but so hill of richness." 

To reproduce such a spiritual 
richness she has to concentrate 
hard and impregnate herself 
with it, then express it with 
simple lines and strokes. Only 
thus can the on-looker detect 
the depth of the simplicity of 
her paintings. 

No other country has requi- 
red such simplicity to paint, 
toe recalls, “except maybe for 
the North Pole area. There, in 
winter, all is covered with ice.” 

Though the paintings must 
be simple, yet they reflect dan- 
ger, fear of nature and the da- 
ngers hidden under the infinite 
stretch of ice. On the contrary, 
in Jordan, sand is toll and tan- 
gible. It is not a cover to hide 
dangers. It is full of life and 
living things. 

"One day I saw a Bedouin 
strolling alone among the san- 
ds. The desert seemed to say : 
“I am your friend,” and the 
man seemed to answer : “I kn- 
ow it. And I am your friend 
too.”

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Taxation issues subject 
of talks between French 
and Jordanian teams 


AMMAN, March 6 (JNA). — 
Discussions between Jordan 
and France on the conclusion 
of an agreement to avoid tax 
duality between the two coun- 
tries began at the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce here 
today. 

During the meeting the Jor- 
danian side put forward a legal 
explanation for two laws, the 
income tax and encourageme- 
nt of investment in Jordan and 
exemptions provided by these 
laws to foreign investors in ge- 
neral, and the French in par- 
ticular, along with incentives 
for foreigners to invest in var- 
ious fields in Jordan, notably 

industry. 

The French side, on its pan, 
gave a clarification of the basic 
formulae of the French tax 
rules. 

During their meetings which 
will continue for several days, 
the two sides will tackle sub- 
jects related to avoidance of 


tax dualism between countries, 
including taxes imposed on in- 
comes of companies of aviation, 
shipping, stocks and shares pr- 
ofits, and emoluments of mem- 
bers of boards of joint compan- 
ies from nationals of the two 
countries. 

The Jordanian side, headed 
by Under-Secretary of the Fin- 
ance Ministry, Farhi Obeid, in- 
cludes Under-Secretary of the 
Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce Dr. Hashera Dabbas, Di-

AMMAN, March 6 (JT). — The Jordan National Red 
Crescent Society received in 1977, through the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross, 1,000 tons of flour 
and 200 of powder milk, as aid from the EEC coun- 
tries, and 500 tons of flour, as aid from the Swiss govern- 
ment. This aid arrived at the port of Aqaba and was dis- 
tributed to the poor and needy people by the Jordan Na- 
tional Red Crescent Society in Amman and by its differ- 
ent branches all over the country. Recently an amount of 
200 tons of powdered milk was sent to the Jordan Na- 
tional Red Crescent Society in Amman from the EEC 
countries through the auspices of the 1CRC.

CAIRO, March 6 (JNA). — Jordan and Egypt today con- 
cluded a new air transport agreement for increasing fli- 
ghts between the two countries. Teams from Alia, the 
Royal Jordanian Airline, and Egypt Air, the national 
Egyptian airline, reached agreement after two days of 
talks in Cairo. According to the agreement, to be put into 
force on April 1st, Alia will make ten weekly flights bet- 
ween Amman and Cairo and additional flights, especially 
in summer, if necessary. Egypt Air will operate seven 
flights between the two countries. 

New post offices opened in Irbid area 

IRBID, March 6 (JNA). — The Department of Telecom- 
munications in Irbid says new post offices and post of- 
fice branches have been opened in 16 villages of the 
governorate. The department last year opened a similar 
number of offices and says the governorate now has 54 
full post offices and 121 branches to serve postal and 
telecommunication needs of the region. 

Tin factory opens 

AMMAN, March 6 (JNA). — A new factory for making 
tin boxes was opened here today. It is owned by the 
Agricultural Produce Processing Company, cost JD 
400,000 and is equipped with machines to produce va- 
rious sizes of tins at the rate of 200 to 250 per minute. 


School children race 

NORTH SHOUNEH, March 6 (JNA). — The annual “Ra- 
ce of the Suburbs” between teams from schools of all 
govemorates and districts of Jordan took place here today 
under the auspices of the Minister of Education. Ninety- 
one students took part in the seven kms. race, in which 
the Amman governorate won first place, the Zarqa Dis- 
trict schools second, the Mafraq district schools third 
and the Irbid governorate schools fourth position.

Dollar drop costs 
Kuwait $ 1 m, a day 


KUWAIT, March 6 (AP). — 
Kuwait Is losing $1 million a 
day in oil revenues because of 
the recent sharp drop in the 
value of the U.S. currency, a 
Kuwaiti cabinet minister re- 
ported yesterday. 

Minister of State Abdul Aziz 
Hussein said after Sunday’s 
cabinet session that the gov- 
ernment was determined to 
seek compensation for its dol- 
lar losses. 

“Kuwait is upset by the tan- 
gible losses it is incurring as a 
result of the dollar’s slippage,” 
Mr. Hussein told reporters. 
“We are losing $1 million each 
day.” 

Kuwait’s course of remedial 
action, Mr. Hussein said, would 
be based on a pending report 
by a special ministerial com- 
mittee that was formed last 
week to draw up plans for off- 
setting the loss. 

Kuwait has said it would call 
for an emergency meeting of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries if the dollar’s 
value continued to decline. 


on issuing an OPEC dollar, to 
avoid further losses,” Mr. Kha- 
lifa said. 

“Such an OPEC dollar will 
be imm une to the fluctuations 
and disadvantages affecting the 
U.S. dollar,” he added. 

Dr. A1 Oteiba said in an in- 
terview with the daily news- 
paper A1 Wahda that such a 
basket should include the cur- 
rencies of major oil exporting 
states. 

The basket could include the 
Kuwaiti dinar, the Saudi riyal 
and the United Arab Emirates 
dirham, Mr. A1 Oteiba said. 

He said the aim of such a 
move would be to protect the 
purchasing power of oil reve- 
nues and not to replace the 
dollar as a means of payment 
for ofl. 

Dr. A1 Oteiba said his propo- 
sal would mean that the price 
of oil in terms of dollars would 
be regularly adjusted to reflect 
the relation of the U.S. curren- 
cy to the basket 


Dr. AI Oteiba said the US. 
dollar remained the most suit- 
able currency in which to ex- 
press oil prices. 

“But by relating prices to a 
basket of currencies, which in- 
cludes the currencies of major 
producers in OPEC, it would 
be possible to protect the pur- 
chasing power of oil revenue 
irrespective of the currency in 
which Die price is actually ex- 
pressed,” be added. 

Commenting on calls for an 
extraordinary OPEC meeting 
to discuss the dollar crisis. Dr. 
Al Oteiba said the UAE was 
willing to attend any meeting 
which the member states wish- 
ed to hold. 

On whether OPEC was like- 
ly to increase ofl prices because 
of the continuing pressure on 
them he said that the question 
of oil prices was open for dis- 
cussion at any moment as the 
OPEC ofl ministers had not set 
a specific period for the present 
oil price freeze.

The boycott decision was made Sunday night after the Iranian 
government broke relations because Its embassy in East Berlin was 
unprotected under diplomatic immunity, a spokesman for the 
Clamber of Com m er ce said. 

Ambassador Amir Hossem Farzanegan and his staff were 
recalled fro m East Berlin following last Monday's 70- minute attack 
on the embassy while East German police stood by watching it 
being looted, a g ov e rnm ent announcement charged. 

Furthermore, the announcement said the East German govern- 
ment refused to prosecute the 20 men who raided the embassy, 
destroying and robbing furniture and documents.

TEL AVIV, March 6 (R). — Israel’s Zim 
Shipping line which owns three quarters of 
the country’s cargo ships has sold six vessels 
because of a seamen’s strike now in its sixth 
week. Transport Minister Meir Am it said yes- 
terday.

Club in Haifa over the weekend he had signed 
the sale orders with regret He did not name 
the purchasers of the freight ships which are 
owned by the Zim line in which the govemme 
nt has a 40 per cent share.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 6 
(AP). — The Bahrain National 
Oil Company (Banoco) has aw- 
arded a $72 million contract 
to the Japan Gasoline Com- 
pany for construction of its 
gas gathering and processing 
system, the -Middle East Eco- 
nomic Survey reported today. 

The weekly oil report said 
the project is designed to pro- 
cess about three million cubic 
metres of gas daily. The gas 
is usually burned. 

The processing system will 


result in an annual production 
of 28,000 tons of natural gas 
liquids, 80.000 tons of propane, 

75.000 tons of butane and 

125.000 tons of natural gaso- 
line, the survey reported. 

MEES said the Arab Petro- 
leum Investment Corporation 
(Apicorp) -- which is sponsor- 
ed by the Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
-- will finance the project al- 
ong with the US. firm Caltex, 
which operates the Bahrain oil- 
fields and Banoco. 


Banoco will set up a subsi- 


diary to manage the project in 
which Apicorp and Caltex will 


each have a minor share of 
12.5 per cent, MEES added. 

The total cost of the project 
is estimated at between 80 and 
90 million dollars. Apart from 
the $72 million Japan Gasoline 
Company contract, the rema- 
inder of the money will finance 
dred g in g , work and other faci- 
lities. 

The plant is expected to be 
ready in 22 months, MEES said. 


Did we all come out of a white-hole?

London. - The science of Radio 
astronomy was born in 1931 wh- 
en Karl Jansky made his obs- 
ervations from New Jersey in 
the U.S. In 1965, only a mile 
from where Mr. Jansky work- 
ed, engineers at the Bell Te- 
lephone Laboratories were in- 
vestigating transmission and 
reception characteristics of 
extremely high frequency ra- 
dio waves, In order to pave 
the way for a new generation 
of communications satellites. 

They found, however, that 
no matter how much they 
Improved their apparatus the- 
re was always a residual ba- 
ckground noise. This, they fo- 
und, comes from the sky, not 
from a point source, but uni- 
form ally throughout the cos- 
mos. 

Theorists claim that this ra- 
diation, now very weak, was 
formed in the intensely hot 
plasma that existed during the 
first years after the creation 
of the universe. 

The universe began, accord- 
ing to popular theory, as a 
big bang, sometime between 

5,000 million and 18,000 mil- 
lion years ago. The most rece- 
nt estimate is 15,000 million 
years ago. 


All the matter in the entire 
universe was concentrated In 
a huge ball called the “prim- 
eval fireball”. Within seconds 
of the explosion, electrons, 
neutrons and protons were 
formed. 

On the face of the big bang 
theory had been substantiated 
by the discovery of the back- 
ground radiation. 


Recent findings by an American research team have 
challenged the popular Big Bang Theory about the ori- 
gin of the universe. This article explains how these 
discoveries were made and what theory mi g ht replace 
the big bang theory. 


Casting doubt on the 
“big hang” 


The first hint that this mi- 
ght not be the case came wh- 
en Soviet astronomers turned 
the world’s largest radio te- 
lescope -- 1,900 foot (588 me- 
tre) diameter - - in the North- 
ern Caucasus -- on to the co- 
smic background noise. They 
found the noise was weaker 
than theory predicted. 

Their observations have re- 
cently been confirmed by Am- 
erican researchers using a U-2 
jet plane from NASA’s Ames 
Research Centre to fly their 
ultra-sensitive radio equipme- 
nt 12 miles (20 kms.) above 
the ground. There it was abo- 
ve 90 per cent of the atmos- 
phere which would have oth- 
erwise blanketed the cosmic 

radiation. 

The Americans concluded 


that the universe began much 
more slowly than had hitherto 
been thought -- not as a big 
bang but as a serene, finely 
orchestrated event 
Just as a train whistle is hi- 
gh pitched as the train appro- 
aches and lower pitched as It 
travels away, so too the back- 
ground radiation has a slight 
change in frequency, which 
has enabled the American te- 
am to determine that the Mil- 
ky Way Galaxy, of which the 
solar system Is a member, is 
travelling at more that one 
million miles per hour towards 
the point in space marked by 
the constellation of Hydra.

Of course the naked eye 
stars In that constellation are 
also part of the Milky Way 
Galaxy and are moving with 
us in that direction. 

It seems that everything in 
the universe is rotating. The 
moon rotates in its orbit ar- 
ound the earth, which in turn 
orbits the sun, which in turn 
orbits the centre of the Milky 
Way Galaxy. 

But Dr. George Smoot one 
of the American researchers, 
says: “The U-2 measurements 
seem to show tbqre is no ro- 
tation of the universe. If there 
is rotation, it has to be less 
than one hundred millionth of 
a rotation in the last 10,000 
million years,” 

These deductions could on- 
ly be made because the back- 


ground radiation was found to 
be basically very uniform, pr- 
oviding a reference backcloth 
from which the minor modu- 
lation due to our own motion 
could be measured. 

Everywhere they looked -- 
and their observations covered 
all of the northern half of the 
sky -- they found remarkable 
uniformity. The energy levels 
were constant to within one 
part in 3,000; and the rate of 
expansion was constant to wi- 
thin one part in 10,000. 

It is this very expansion, 
where everything in the uni- 
verse seems to be travelling 
away from everything else, th- 
at prompted astronomers to 
formulate the big bang theory 
in the first place. 

I do not know how far we 
can extend the laws that gov- 
ern our own small part of the 
universe. For instance, we kn- 
ow -- and can prove -- that 
light travels in straight lines. 
This may well be true for the 
small distances eves in the 
Milky Way Galaxy, but it is 
questionable that light does 
so over the vast inter-galactic 
distances that are involved in 
formulating creation theories. 

After the U-2 observations, 
astrophysicists have three op- 
tions. 

1. They can dismiss the ob- 
servations out of hand. Since 
these have been more or less 
confirmed by Soviet research, 
this seems unlikely. 

2, The big bang theory co- 
uld be modified to take acco- 


unt of a much slower process. 

3. The big bang theory co- 
uld be thrown out and a new 
theory formulated. It is too 
early to say what such a the- 
ory might be, but It could take 
this form: 

To send rockets into space, 
they must first escape the ea- 
rth's gravitational pulL To do 
this they must travel at over 
II kms. per second (7 miles 
per second). Jupiter, being 
much more massive has a hi- 
gher escape velocity of 60 
kms. per second (37 miles per 
second). Bigger still, the sun 
has an escape velocity of 617 
kms. per second (430 miles 
per second). 


Black-holes 


It is possible to find stars 
so massive their escape velo- 
city exceeds the speed of li- 
ght At that point nothing 
can move fast enough to es- 
cape from their gravitational 
field -- not even light itself, 
and so, they are termed a bl- 
ack-hole. Everything within 
range of its gravitational putt 
becomes sucked into a seem- 
ingly bottomless pit 

These bizarre objects prese- 
nt a fascinating challenge to 
astro-physicists. Where does all 
the matter go that is attracted 
to a black-hole? In theory it sh- 
ould continue telling towards 
the centre -of the black-hole. 

The black-hole, by becoming 
more and more massive, cont- 
racts upon itself tester and 
tester. Its size diminishes un- 
til it is smaller than a pinhead. 


re can be no such thing as 
another universe. However, 
astronomers spelling the word 
with a small “u" refer to so- 
mething else, what we refer 
to as a “metagalaxy”. 

Everything we can see with 
our limited range of telescop- 
es is our metagalaxy. Possibly 
our metagalaxy extends well 
beyond the range of our tele- 
scopes -- we obviously cannot 
say. 

Elsewhere in the universe 
are other metagalaxies. So th- 
en, matter in our metagalaxy 
falls into a black-hole and 
emerges from a white-hole in 
some other metagalaxy. 

These are only small-scale 
affairs. It is possible that 

15,000 million years ago, the 
whole of our metagalaxy em- 
erged from an enormous wh- 
ite-hole, having been sucked 
In from metagalaxy via its 
twin black-hole.

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Re-elected premier, 
Hu a Kuo-feng firmly 
tops China’s hierarchy 


TOKYO, March 6 (AP). — China’s parliament re-elected Communist 
Posts Chairman Hua Kuo-feng as premier yesterday, solidifying his hold at 
the top of the Peking hierarchy as both political and administrative leader 
of the world’s most populous nation. Mr. Hua, 57, apparently outmanoevred 
Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping for the job as head of government, proving 
himself a wily and successful political in-fighter. In the process he has estab- 
lished himself as successor to both Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-Iai, the two 
great leaders of Chinese communism. 


Peking’s Great Hall of the 
People "rang with cheers and 
there was a prolonged ovation” 
after Mr. Hua was chosen pre- 
mier at the closing session of 
the Fifth National People's 
Congress, the official news ag- 
ency Hsinhua reported in a dis- 
patch received here. 

But the 73-year-old Mr. Teng 
did not come away empty- 
handed. He and his old-guard 
military revolutionary allies 
put two of their men into key 
positions. 

Defence Minis ter Yeh Chien- 
ying, 81, was named to head 
the congress’ Standing Com- 
mittee, and Marshal Hsu Hsi- 
ang- Chien, 76, was chosen to 
take over at defence. 

Mr. Hua, who had been pre- 
mier by party appointment for 
almost two years, left most of 
his cabinet intact. But a shake- 
up in the seven divisions of the 
important ministry of machine 
building -- only two of seven 
ministers kept their jobs 
spelling determination to put 
new steam into the drive to- 
ward the economic modernisa- 
tion of China, a national effort 
launched by Mr. Hua. Mr. Teng 
and their “pragmatist*' allies.

Bhutto’s 
trial opens 
Saturday 


LAHORE. March 6 (R). — 
The trial or Pakistan’s ex-Pre- 
mier Zulfikar Ali Bhutto be- 
fore a special court on charges 
of political misconduct will be- 
gin on Saturday, an official an- 
nouncement said today. 

The trial prepared by Pak- 
istan’s military regime, will 
deal with the alleged misuse of 
government funds and also of 
using secret service funds for 
political purposes. 

Mr. Bhutto, ruler of Pakistan 
for five-and-a-half years before 
his overthrow in a coup last 
July, will be formally charged 
when the trial starts. The of- 
fences carry possible seven- 
year jail sentences, disqualifi- 
cation from elected office and 
confiscation of assets. 

The 50-year lawyer, has been 
held in jail since September, 
but still commands a wide fol- 
lowing through his Pakistan 
People’s Party. 

He stood a good chance of 
being returned to power in 
elections scheduled for last 
October before the military 
ruler, Gen. Muhammad Zia-ul- 
Haq called them off.

China annuls 
many people’s 
committees 


PEEING, March 6 (R). — 
China is to abolish many 
of its revolutionary comm- 
ittees, which were bom out 
of the Cultural Revolution 
in the late 1960s. The com- 
mittees , which were embodi- 
ed in the 1975 state constit- 
ution, were designed to pla- 
ce power in the hands of 
the people down to the lo- 
west levels. Premier Hua 
Kuo-feng announced in a re- 
port to China’s fifth parli- 
ament last week that the 
revolutionary committees 
would be dispensed with, 
except as local government 
administrations. According 
to the full text of his rep- 
ort on the work of the gov- 
ernment released today. Pr- 
emier Hua said revolution- 
ary committees would be el- 
ected this year in dries di- 
rectly under provincial au- 
thority, in autonomous pr- 
efectures and counties, and 
in communes. However, the 
committees would be aboli- 
shed at provincial level and 
in all other organisations 
where rt did not form an 
actual level of government.

Mr. Hua began the voting by 
dropping the first ballot into a 
red box, followed by Mr. Yeh, 
Mr. Teng and the other two 
party vice chair man, Hsinhua 
reported. It said the vote was 
u n a nim ous, endorsing the party 
Central Committee’s choice of 
Mr. Hua. 

The news agency said the 
closing session of the week- 
long congress, which met for 
the first time in three years, 
adopted a new constitution re- 
placing a 1975 document, but 
few details were revealed. 

The congress also adopted a 
new National Anthem that ex- 
horts the people of China onto 
a "new Long March” behind 
the leadership of the Commu- 
nist Party and under the ban- 
ner of the late Chairman Mao. 
The Long March was the stra- 
tegic civil war retreat by Com- 
munist forces in the 1930s. The 
previous anthem fell into dis- 
favour during the Cultural Re- 
volution of the late 1960s. 

After the congress ended, 
tens of thousands of Peking 
residents converged on the cen- 
tral Tien An Men Square to 
celebrate by shooting off fire- 
works, banging gongs, beating 
drums and dancing with 3-foot 
dragon lanterns, Hsinhua said. 

Though Mr. Teng failed to 
become premier, be remains 
No. 3 leader in the country as 
second vice chainnan of the 
party, behind Mr. Yeh. The 
other two Vice Chairman are 
Li Hsien-nien and Wang Tung- 
hsing. Mr. Teng also retained 
his posts as senior vice pre- 
mier and chief of the army’s 
General Staff. 


Like God, U.S. insists on 
stronger Israeli army, says 
State Department official 


NEW YORK, March 6 (AP), — A high- 
ranking U-S. State Department official said 
yesterday that the United States will -continue 
to put top priority on maintaining the 
security of brae! while at the sa m e time reta 
tning amicable relations with Arab nations. 

Mr. Walter B. Smith H, Director of £xab- 
Israeli Affairs, defended President Carter's 
proposal to sell aircraft to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia and said he believed a M id dle East 
peace settlement is possible despite recent pro 
blems at negotiations. 

He made the remarks during a Midtown 
speech before the Zionist Organisation of 
America. 

. Mr. Smith said the proposed aircraft sale 
to Arab nations will not affect the “balance 
of military power" in the Mideast, but is inten 
ded to upgrade the security of those countries. 
“The United States has seen to it that Israel’s 


qualitative strength over the Arabs bis 
Increased since the last war,” Mr. Sm$h 
said. “Like God and taxes, the TLS. insistence 
in strengtfaing the IDF CTsraeH Defence 
Force*) will continue." . 

Answering questions from the audience, 
Mr. Smith acknowledged that if Congress 
approves of the aircraft sale, the U-S- will be 
taking a ride because of i nstabilit y of Arab 
governments. He said in the case of a coop 
in any of the nations, he would “be surprised 
if there were not a serious reconsadoatten" 
of the sale by the United States. 

Mr. Smith maintained that the ttSL will 
remain impartial t ow ard s negotiations between 
Israel and Egypt- "There are going to be a lot 
of ups and downs,” he said of the settlement 
taifcg between Israel and Egypt. “I t h i ck they 
are going to succeed. The U-S. is not interested 
in presang anyone.”

After Czechs , space to 
see Poles, E. Germans 


PRAGUE, March 6 (AP) 
— A Czechoslovakian as- 
tronaut will soon be fol- 
lowed into space by Poles 
and East Germans, while 
candidates from other 
European communist co- 
untries and Cuba are al- 
ready in training, Czecho- 
slovak journalists were 
told at a news conference 
here today. 

No launching dates have 
been announced, but infor- 
med sources say a Polish 
astronaut Is to be lanuch- 
ed in May and an East 
German two months later. 

Czechoslovakia’s second 
astronaut, Oldrich Pelcak, 
is likely to go into space 


before the end of the year, 
according to the sources. 

With at least one year’s 
training required, the new 
candidates for space are 
not likely to go into action 
before 1979, but all are to 
go up by 1983, sources 
said. 


ROME, March 6 (Agencies! — 
Prime Minister-designate Giulio 
Andreotti today put the fini- 
shing touches to a six-party 
pact expected to end Italy’s 
six-week-old government crisis. 

The breakthrough came on 
Saturday in a summit meeting 
of the party leaders. 

If the pact were implement- 
ed it would be the first time 
since 1947 that the Communists 
openly supported a new Chr- 
istian Democratic minority go- 
vernment. 

“We have taken a notable 
step forward/’ Signor Andreo- 
tti told reporters after Satur- 
day’s summit. Other party lea- 
ders gave equally positive ass- 
essments. 

At the centre of the new 
deal was a jointly worked out 
goverment programme on key- 
issues and a pledge by the pa- 
tties to support Signor Andre- 
otti’s new minority government 
in both houses of parliament. 

His previous minority cab- 
inet resigned, on Jan. 16 after 
the Communists, Socialists and 
Republicans demanded cabinet 
posts in an emergency gover- 
nment- 

Although’ the pact fell well 
short of the minimum demands 
by the Communists to be inc- 
luded in a formal parliamentary 
majority, they seemed to be 
content with a vague compro- 
mise. 

Political analysts gave Sig- 
nor Andreotti’s fourth govern- 
ment -- if it came about 
only the status of an interim 
administration until an early 
general election, possibly next 
year. 

AH parties tacitly agreed to 
avoid a general election soon. 

Signor Andreotti was today 
holding talks with trade union 
and industry leaders on the ec- 
onomic aspects of the six-party 
pact 


Leftist demo 

In a separate development, 
police used tear gas today to 
disperse hundreds of leftist ex- 
tremists demonstrating near 
the St. John Lateran Basilica 
here after attending the fune- 
ral of a 24-year-old man shot 
to death in an ambush in a 
Rome square last week. 

Police said that after the 
funeral, the extremists demon- 


strated and attacked them with 
firebombs. Police said they ar- 
rested eight demonstrators, 
three of them under the age 
of 16. No injury was reported. 

Meanwhile; police said they 
were investigating on the kill- 
ing of the ambushed man, Ro- 
berto Scialabba. They discard- 
ed any political connection in 
the killing, saying it was a ve- 
ndetta affair between rival cri- 
minal rackets. 


129 Moslem rebels 
surrender to army 
in Filipino south 


ZAMBOANGA CITY, Philip- 
pines, March 6 (Agencies). — 
The Southern Military Com- 
mand yesterday announced the 
surrender of 129 Moslem re- 
bels who had been fighting 
government troops on the far 
southern Island of Jolo. 

Those who surrendered to 
Southern Military Commander 
Rear Admiral Romulo Espald- 
on brought to about 500 the 
number of Moslems from the 
Jolo area who have surrender- 
ed to the authorities since the 
start of the year, the military 
said. 

The surrender ceremonies 
were held as two battalions 
of government troops pounded 
rebel positions in the rugged 
Indanan area of Jolo, 960 kms. 
south of Manila in operations 
to flush out Osman Salleh, lead- 
er of a rebel band accused of 
killing a top field general and 
34 of his officers and men 
during a supposed truce meet- 
ing in October. 

Mr. Salleh, believed wound- 
ed in an earlier operation m 
Jolo’s Patikul district near 


Indanan, has a price of 500.000 
pesos ($67,500) on his head. 

The command spokesman 
did not disclose casualty fig- 
ures in the anti-rebel opera- 
tions which began on Wednes- 
day. 

Kidnappers silent 

Meanwhile, nothing has been 
heard of the fate of a kidnap- 
ped French government nfflrini 
here despite expiration of a 
ransom deadline, but military 
authorities seeking his release 
reportedly did not think he 
had been harmed. 

The Moslem rebel abductors 
Of M. Pierre Huguet, an official 
of the French Finance Minis- 
try, had demanded payment of 
$150,000 ransom by Saturday 
night

SALISBURY, March 6 (Agen- 
cies). — Two vegetable sellers 
appeared briefly in court here 
today on charges related to a 
series of bombings in Salisbury 
and its suburbs os Saturday. 

The two men were charged 
with acts of terrorism, and may 
face execution if convicted. 

They were Augustine Nyeren- 
yere, 26, and his cousin Aggrey 
Nyerenyere, 23. Both black 
men were accused of planting 
bombs which exploded in vari- 
ous parts of the city between 
11 a_m. and 2:15 pan. on Satur- 
day 

The defendants were ordered 
held until March 20. 

State prosecutor Mike Nico- 
lau alleged the two received 
the bombs from “terrorists" -- 
the official term for black na- 
tionalist guerrillas fighting to 
toppje the white minority gov- 
ernment. 

One police source said the 
defendants told police they we- 
re supporters of the Zimb a b we 
African National Union, an or- 
ganisation led by guerrillas 
seeking to overthrow the white 
min ority government. 

Tough security moves 

Meanwhile, a 75-kms. corri- 
dor of white-owned farmland 
on the outskirts of Salisbury's 
northeastern suburbs was offi- 
cially proclaimed a curfew zone 
today. Violators can be shot 
on sight by security forces bet- 
ween dusk and dawn. 

Police imposed the curfew, 
in force in many other areas 
of the country, to prevent in- 
cursions by blade nationalist 
guerrillas from tribal reserves 
beyond the corridor into the 
outskirts of the city. 

The regulations ban persons 
from moving more* than 50 
metres from their homes or 
being in public places between 
6 pjn. and 6 am. 

They are expected to affect 
hundreds of blacks working and 


living in compounds on white, 
owned farms. 

Police have never ordered a 
curfew so near the Rhodesian 
capital before. 

Nuzorewa meets Owes 

In a separate development. 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, one of 
the three black Rhodesian lead- 
ers who signed the settlement 
agreement with the white gov. 
eminent in Salisbury on Fit. 
day, met with British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen in Lon- 
don today to press him to en- 
dorse the Salisbury agreement 
according to London’s Foreign 
Office. 

While Britain has not criti- 
cised the Salisbury agreement 
it has maintained that any ac- 
cord signed without the parti, 
dp&tlon of the nationalist guer- 
rillas would fail to put an end 
to the war against Rhodesia's 
government. 

Nkomo slams accord 

One of the guerrilla leaders, 
Mr. Joshua Nkomo described 
the black leaders who have 
agreed to cooperate with Rho- 
desia’s government in a tran- 
sition to black majority rule as 
having taken sides against 
their people. 

In an interview with the of- 
ficial Hungarian news agency 
published in Budapest today, 
Mr. Nkomo said the moderates 
who signed the agreement with 
Premier Ian Smith "joined for- 
ces with Smith against the fight 
of the Zimbabwe (Rhodesian) 
masses. 

“We have to step up the war 
to the extent where it becomes 
clear that Smith and his men 
cannot use puppets and can- 
not hide from the wrath of 
the Zimbabwe masses," he 
said. Mr. Nkomo, co-leader of the 
guerrilla Patriotic Front group 
was interviewed in Maputo, 
Mozambique.

PARIS (AP). — M. Marcel 
Trillat, a young Communist 
Militant sitting tieless and re- 
laxed, looks straight into the 
camera. “Can things really 
change?” he asks his fellow 
Frenchmen. 

“Yes, they can”, he answers 
himself with quiet persuasion, 
going on to explain in the tele- 
vision advertisement that vot- 
ing Communist in France’s two- 
round parliamentary elections 
March 12 and 19 is the way to 
make H happen. 

A growing number of Fran- 
ce’s 52 million people believe 
their country should indeed 
change and are willing to let 
a leftwing government give it 
a try. Opinion polls say that 
for the first time a majority 
plans to vote for Socialist and 
Communist candidates in an 
attempt to put the belief into 
practice. 

But wait and see 

The polls could be wrong - - 
London bookmakers say they 
are- Or die sentiment they 
mirror could revert to tradi- 
tional French conservatism 
when voters get into the 
booths. But there is broad 
agreement here that leftist 
political fortunes have surged 
markedly against the ruling 
centre-right coalition since the 
last parliamentary elections in 
1973. 

The leftward tilt reflects 
swift, often brutal changes in 


French society that have made 
the 33 million eligible French 
voters younger and more urban 
than ever before -- precisely 
at a time when economic 
hardship is striking the young 
and the urban. 

France’s revitalised Socialist 
Party has dipped into the eco- 
nomic discontent to draw new 
support from white-collar wor- 
kers and low-level executives, 
who have become more nume- 
rous as France evolves from a 
rural to an industrial country. 

Broad Socialism 

‘1 don’t think much of so- 
cialism and eve.n less of Mitter- 
rand, but I'm voting Socialist 
because I want a change,” said 
one Paris office worker. 

Socialist chief Francois Mit- 
terrand, the bookish son of a 
railwayman, has polished his 
party image untD it symbolis- 
es the hope of many such 
moderate but dissatisfied vot- 
ers for “socialism with a human 
face.” 

Combined with traditional 
union-based worker strength, 
the recent converts have bro- 
adened the party to a point 
where polls say it commands 
just under 30 per cent of the 
electorate. 

The Roman Catholic Church, 
long a fortress of conservative 
politics in France, has lost in- 
fluence in such traditional 
strongholds as Brittany and 
Alsace-Lorraine, In some areas, 
liberal young Catholic groups 
have even joined the left 


M. Mitterrand also has engi- 
neered a now-strained alliance 
with the Communist Party. 
French Communists have long 
drawn about 20 per cent of 
the vote, but only in recent 
years have they shed their 
Stalinist image enough to be- 
come politically “respectable” 
allies. 

This has permitted Mr. Mit- 
terrand -- for the first time 
since the 1930s --to create a 
leftist front enjoying support 
from Communist rank and file 
while at the same time attrac- 
ting new support from the cen- 
tre. 

Leftist front lives 

If the alliance works. Socia- 
list and Communist candidates 
will strike deals between the 
first and second rounds of vot- 
ing by which the weaker can- 
didate in each district will 
withdraw to give the better 
vote-getter a unified leftist en- 
dorsement 

In-fighting and clumsiness in 
the ruling coalition also smo- 
othed the way. President Val- 
ery Giscard d’Estaing’s Pre- 
mier, economist Raymond 
Barre, has preached austerity 
to cure France’s economic ills, 
while leftist candidates have 
promised better times by na- 
tionalising key industries and 
putting unemployed youths on 
the government payroll. 

Lower voting age 

March 12 will marie the first 


time France’s 18-year-old vote 
in national parliamentary elec- 
tions, pulling the average vot- 
er’s age down to 44.4 years 
and providing a new and recep- 
tive audience for such leftist 
appeal. 

Perhaps more important tbe 
number of fanners and farm 
workers has slumped drastical- 
ly in the past 20 years, elimina- 
ting a pool of traditionally 
conservative votes. For the 125 
fanners and 30 farm workers 
in every 1,000 voters in 1954, 
there are now only 47 and 
nine. 

The rest have moved to 
large towns and cities to work 
in factories and offices. Most 
took up residence in apartment 
houses in new suburbs, where 
the demands of 20th-century 
living tend to disrupt French 
traditions. 

Discontent among families 
new to urban life played a 
key role in the leftist sweep of 
last March's municipal elec- 
tions, which put Socialists and 
Communists in charge of 70 
per cent of cities of 30,000 or 
more population. 

France’s record unemploy- 
ment of just under 5 per cent 
is most acute in the cities, 
making them ideal fishing gro- 
unds for leftist candidates. 

Hie fishing is easy in a coun- 
try where, according to a re- 
cent studv published by the 
Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development, 
after-tax income is more un- 
equally distributed than any- 
where else in Europe.
